Nearly all the silyer producing 
mines of Mexico are upon fissure veins, 
and the principal one, of them, the 
“Jeta Madre” of Guanaxnato, has 
many points of resenjblance to the 
Comstock. It has, ‘been ‘actively 
worked for more than & hundred and 
twenty-five yéars, aril in the year 
1803 the depth attained in one mine 
upon its course, the £ © Valenciana,” 
was about twelve hundred feét, which 
is below the point at which nearly all 
the mines in Mexico; cease to pay a 
profit on account of :the largely in- 
creased expenses of Avorking. “But 
owing to the great width of this vein, 
which does not, however, exceed that 
of the Comstock, wotks have been 
successfully continued to a depth of 
two thousand feet, and is now the 
deepest mine upon this Continent. 
During its history, there have been 
periods of profound Hepression, and 
the rich bonanzas, which gave it a 
prominent celebrity throughout Mexi- 
co, and have made it an historical 
mine, were at times réplaced by ‘ore 
of merely average Value, aad occasion- 
ally by vein matter that was entirely 
unproductive; still, wérk was prose- 
cuted in depth, and the discovery of 
new deposits rewarded the efforts and 
enterprise of the owners. 

Nearly every ming of importance 
inthe world will shbdw a similar re- 
eord. In fact, all indications with re- 
gard to the continuance of mineral 
deposits, and the discovery of new 
ores of increased richness, are acknow- 
ledged to be of a doubtful character ; 
aud there seems to bg no department 
of human science, which will enable 
us to fix with certainly the limits of 
possible success or possible disappoint- 
ment; and thus it ig only. after long 
and fruitless explorations that we can 
“ecide whether labor should cease, and 
the works be abandonbd. 

The Freiberg mines in Germany 
f present another intgresting example 

of veins of this character continuing 
‘in richness to a great depth. The 
main depth to which} they have been 
worked is now about st niv hundred
